"UROPE’S FIRST NEED. | 


PAVING THE WAY TO PEACE. 

Mr. Lloyd George, who was greeted with 
cheers from-all parts of the House when he rose 
vesterday afternoon to-make his eagerly antici- 
pated statement’ on the Genoa Conference, said: 
ai the outset that he did not propose to say 
anything about Gennan reparations, but to 
talk only.about the Genoa Conference. 

‘Jt was the most wonderful gathering that the 
world had ever seen. Nations sent their lead- 
ums Mrnisters there. to discuss the restoration 
or Europe to normal,: peaceable conditions. 

Some of those nations were barely on speak- 
img terms with each other. Feuds and mis- 
understandings were: prolonged up tS the very 
hour of the Conference, ,but they met in perfect 
calm to try and find the way io restore financial 
and trading relations, and to remove the causds 
er those dispuics that were endangeting (ite 

eace of nations. : 

There were many difficulties to be overcome— 
frrency, unstable exchanges, Customs and trad- 
i restrictions, transport biygdrances, absence 

e cense of security. Four Commissions had 
been set up to deal with those problems, 

One of (he results. of the war had been an 
abnormal development of a narrow, selfish, and 
blind nationalism. Human. ingenuity had been 
exhausted in ‘maki trade as daifficult as 
possible, but he hoped that the reports of the 
various Commissions would produce a great im- 
provement in some. of these. unfortunate con- 
ditions. - oy ; a 

Although peace. had been established in 
Tuvoue, it was quite clear that the war atmo- 
ennere, to & eértain extent, remained. During 
the time°that’the Conference sat there were 
troops anarching towards their frontiers in very 
-onsiderable numbers. There was an atmo- 
sphere of international suspicion and impending 
conflict. - ; : 

From Russia they were presented with a pro- 
hlém of wretciedness, desolation, hunger, horror, 
agd despair, exceeding that oí all the other 
nations put together, and it was evident that, 
without the assistance of all the other nations, 
it. was hopeless to expect Russia, whatever its 
Government, to extricate itself. = 

here were three alternatives in dealing with 
Rissta!” . first wes the ‘use of the 
second was to leave Russia to her fate, and the 
third was to come to some arrangement with 
ihe representatives of Russia. The Russo*Ger- 
man Agreément threw a flashlight on the limited 
possibilities of leaving the question alone, He 
would not discuss the agreement on its merits. 
It was a great error of judgment, and was, un- 
doubtedly. a mistake for Germany. 

He would. not dwell. on the silly forgeries 
about militaty conventions, which ived no 
one excepts the; gullible. .Germany was dis- 
armed. and could be still further disarmed, but 
we could not prevent the re-arming of Russia 
if she and other nations were driven to despair. 

Germany could not re-eguip Russia economt- 
cally, as .ehe had not the capital, but that did 
noi apply, to armaments. It was thé business of 
statesmen to look ahead. (Cheers and counter- 
cheers.) Britain and her Domimions came to 
the same conchision—that jt was necessary, in 
the interests of the peace of the world, what- 
ever they. might think about the Soviet Govern- 
ment. to come to eome arrangement with Russia 
in order to save Hussia herself, and enable ‘her 
to take her proper part in world production. 


PRACTICAL DIFFICULTIES. 


(Coming to practical difficulties which existed 
.o- (he way of. bridging the existing chasm, Mr. 
Lio.d George dealt with the dificulty of re- 
p diation» by ‘the Russian Government of the 
pre-revolutionary obligations. 

Russia, with her repudiation and confiscation, 
had to come to the very people whose claims 
she was refusing to pay, FS whose property she 
wes confiscating: She was asking for crediis 
from these people, and she could only get them 
on conditions. which had been laid down. The 
Russian leaders quite realised this. They 
knew that they were not going to get credits 
in the West on the basis of confiscation and 
repudiation of debt. They also knew that 
Russia could not be restored until she got 
credits. 

The Russians have stated that the vast 
majority of the properties could, as a matter of: 
tact, be restored, and various “aspects of the 
question would be further discussed at ‘The 

ue. : ; 

eanwhile, they had to consider what could 
be done to prevent conflict. A truce of peace 
was arranged, embodying the solemn declara- 
tion of 34 nations, that they would be guilty 
of no act of aggression against their neighbour 
during the-examination of outstanding ques- 
tions. He hoped that pact would lead to a per- 
manent of peace. (Cheers.) 

He believed that Genoa had accomplished 
great things already. If Genoa wero to fail, 
the position of Europe would be indeed tragic. 
lf it « ! ; .even. partially, great things 
would be accomplished for the peace of Europe. 

The British tmpire delegation was proud 
to have taken part in fightmmg for those high 
ideals that’ wouhl always ‘be» associated’ with 
the great Confercace .at-Genoa. (Cheers.)

LABOUR'S PESSIMISM.

These Conferences could not succeed until the 
programme was ample enough to deal with big 
outstanding yucstions, and no longer limited to 
matters secondary importance. 

The Prime Minister deserved credit, for only 
his persistence saved the Conference in ite firet 
week. 

“I do not blame France for her attitude,” 
said Mr. Clynes. We guaranteed to France all 
the apparent, if illusory, benelits of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. The question for us is whether 
we have ieached the stage when we can boldly 
say thai we guaranteed more than we cau 
detiver. ' : 

The Peace Treaty, he continued, should be 
called another war treaty, ter Europe 
more warlike and training more arméd men 
than before the war. A time of armed peace 
was only a period between two wars. 

A new policy must come from these con- 

ferences. Labour held that these conferenves 
must be held because the treaties, and so- 
called seitlements, involved numerous crimes 
and blunders in international relationship. It 
was not surprising that Germany and kussia, 
the two outcasis, had iormed a triendship. 
. He reproached the Government for behaving 
in a uniggardly and soulless fashion with 
regard to the Russian famine. “ Our policy 
should be to put no further limit to the recog- 
nition of the Russian Government.” He hoped 
that the Prime Minister would not cease to do 
his best to arrange terms with Russia. 

Sir Arthur Shirley Benn said that with 
regard t+ Russia he held strongly that in 
the present state of unemployment trade with 
every possible customer was a national! neces- 
sity to us, and he condemned those who de- 
spised the Russian market.- 

‘Mr. Rupert Gwynne, moving « reduction of 
£1.000 in the vote,-said that the Prime Minister 
had told them what might have happened at 
Genoa, not what did happen. The Foreign 
Office. were almost unrepresented there. and 
the Prime Minister, instead of relying on ex- 
rte relied on the tame Press that he took 
out. . 

' Genoa had turned out to be a 
an economic, conference, as Mr. hes fore- 
saw ow he declined; on behalf of the 
American Government, to participate in .t. 
Instead of the conditions laid down in ad- 
vance being accepted by the Bolsheviks, they 
had only vague resolutions unsatisfactory to 
business men. 

The Bolsheviks were men of bad faith who 
broke every clause in the trade agreement, and 
went behind the backs of the Allies.

A COMPARISON. 


Comparing (he European situation to-day with 
thal existing before the war; Sir Henry Wilson 
declared that if the governors of the British 
Empire before the war had proclaimed the 
power of that Empire to the world, there 
would have been no wat! He ‘was no witiitarist, 
bevause, as‘ a class, soldiers hated war probably 
more than anybody else. 

A fundamental! fallacy of the, Treaty of Ver- 
sailles was the ,assumplion that all peoples 
loved each other. His experience at the Peace 
Conference ‘wus that all ‘peoplés ‘hated cach 
other ‘like the devil. (Laughter.) The result 
of this assuinption that peoples loved cach other 
was the League of Nations. ‘To my mind, said 
Sir Henry, the League of Nations is a piece of 
mavhinery ‘which will make’ war go on for 
ever, though I do not attribute sinister motives 
to the people who ‘made the League.

As an observer, it struck him as odd 
that while Mr. de Valera was the: man to 
whom the Government looked to deliver the 
goods when negotiations were opened, Mr. 
Collins was the man who signed the Treaty.

MOTOR THIEVES SURPRISED.

Fire was opened at 
the unknown men, who ran in all directions. 
A relief party who arrived from the farm also 
opened fire from the opposite direction, but the 
raiders did not reply. e car which they left 
behind turned out to belong to Mr. Prender- 
gast, of ihe Athenry Model Farm, and ap- 
parently was about. to be towed away, as a 
rope was found in it. The car, which was 
found in the lane, was a,new Chevrolet in per- 
fect order. Both cars were taken possession o! 
by. the Dail forces. It is believed that the 
throwing of the stones at the door was intended 
to divert the attention of the sentry from the 
raiders, who were removing the car‘ from a sked 
three hundred yards away. 

On the following day traces of blood were 
discovered in a field where the firing had taken 
and it is believed that some of the 
raiders were wounded.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 

‘The debate. on .Genoa. adds ‘nothing 
material to what has ling been known. 
It shows that the Conference failed, and 
it shows. the reasons for the failure. The 
real problem of the Conference—the only 
problem. on which great issues hang for 
humankind—was ‘the political,’ problem, 
which it was sought to handle at. a gather- 
ing nominally. copvened to deal with 
economics and finance. The compliments 
paid to the experts by the Prime ‘Minister 
are, no doubt, abundantly deserved ; but 
it was Russia, and incidentally Rapallo, 
which dominated’ the debate, as they 
dominated the Conference.

PREMIER’S SPEECH, 


There is much ‘in the Prime Minister's speech 
vesterday in the House of Commons with which 
all thinking men will be in hearty agreement, 
asserts the Daily News. Mr. Lioyd George 
went to Genoa with the high motive and firm 
resolve of regenerating European politics. He 
strove hard, fighting all the time a losing battle, 
to achieve his purpose.

The attitude of France, Belgium, and the 
United States, backed up by the firm expres- 
sion of public opinion in this couniry, pre- 
vented him from carrying out this scheme, 


The Daily Telegraph says:—Mr. Lloyd 
George's opening statement in the Parliamen- 
tary debate on Genoa yesterday was frankly 
and designedly incomplete. As a result of the 
Genoa ference, the foundations have been 
laid, and, with goodwill and good intent.on all 
sides, of the great edifice of European concord, 
and confidence may slowly begin to arise.

TRAMWAY SERVICE SUSPENDED. 

Before the *‘ Curfew “ was raised yesterday 
morning the snipers became active in the Broad- 
way (Falls road) district of Belfast. The 
object, apparently, was to make it impossible 
for workers to reach their places of employ- 
ment. Whenever a person tried to leave a 
house in Broadway there was a shot. Special 
constables engaged the snipers, but could nol 


silence them. 

At about 9 o'clock the firing Lecame so fierce 
that the police asked for military help. During 
the remainder of the dav armoured cars 
patrolled the locality. and pickets were on duty 
at various points. Nevertheless, ihe inhabitants 
ran considerable risks when they ventured out 
of doors. 

At other parts of the Falis road area the 
same couditions prevailed. The - tramway 
workers found it impossible to reach the Fal!s 
road dépét. Consequently there was no service 
of cars in the district during the day. On the 
Springfield road a limited service was maiu- 
tained with some difficulty. 

The first: casualty in the Fails road occurred 
shortly before 6 a.m. There was a particularly 
heavy outburst of firing from the Springfield 
road, and two Special constables ‘hurried in thaí 
direction. When thev had reached the corner 
of Conway street Constable Murpliv was sho! 
déad. His comrade had to run for Shelter, anu 
the body lay in the street until it was recovered 
by a strong detachment of police in a Lancia 
car. 

The third attempt within twenty-four hours 
was made during the mórúing to burn the 
Carnegie Library, Falls road. ‘The flames were 
noticed at about 9 o'clock, and the brigade 
was quickly on the scene. It found that the 
flames had secured a firm hold, and great 
difficylty was experiénced in extinguishing 
them. Snipers were active, and the firemen 
hed to work under the protection of an 
armoured car. 

While in Albert street, W. J. Carlisle, ot 
Glentorn ‘street, a vanman. was shot in the 
back hy two men, who approached him sud 
denlv and drew revelvers He was taken to 
hospital, and his condition is serious. 

John Cairnduff, a bread server, was shot by 
a sniper at the Bridge-end. He was wounded 
in the foot. 

At about two o'clock armed men entered a 
pork butcher's shop in Millfield and shot John 
Rankin, an assistant. He is in af critical tor 
dition.

SAVAGE CRIME. | 

Last night the firing increased in intensity, 
especially in the east end.
